cultivate a friendly public sentiment 
and protect their beverage from hos­ 
tile legislation, they would have en­ 
couraged the complete suppression of 
such liquor as the country is now be­ 
ing flooded with. 
Instead 
of 
this, 
however, the millions who want beer 
are seeking by every device to bring 
prohibition 
into 
further disrepute. 
Worse still, tens of thousands of them 
are either drinking home brew with 
double the alcoholic content of pre- 
Volstead beer, a brew the law seems 
to sanction, or else are regular p a­ 
trons of those who bootleg moonshine 
whisky 
of the 
very worst sort. 
If 
Congress could muster sufficient cour­ 
age to legalize a 2 per cent brew 
it 
would at once alienate from the foes 
of prohibition eighty per cent of their 
strength and 
thus 
hasten the day 
when drunkenness and crimes which 
attend 
bootlegging 
activities would 
be reduced to the lowest point in this 
country’s 
history. 
With 
the South 
and West almost a unit again st any 
change, and with members of Con­ 
gress from other districts afraid 
to 
act. the chances 
for 
such a reform 
amuonts to next to nothing at this 
time.— Paris Appeal.

conditions, that does not live in hy­

elements of hygiene and good health” . 
May Day, then, becomes something 
more than a dance around a M ay­ 
pole.

long but receive little happiness 
or 
substance. 
Studies made in 
many 
communities indicate that millions of 
American school children suffer from 
malnutrition or physical defects, most 
of which can be prevented and many 
corrected. 
They range from 75 
per 
cent with dental defects to one-half 
( l 1 per cent with organic heart irou­ 
ble, in between 
coming 
those with 
tuberculosis, defect of vision and oth­ 
er physical faults. 
Am ong m others 
there is a terrible mortality. 
Accord­ 
ing to the United States Census B u ­ 
reau, 17,800 mothers 
in the United 
S tates died in 1919. 
In 1920 the rate 
rose to eight per 
1000, 
while Italy,

“ Figures of infant m ortality have 
a rather sinister place in the picture 
of American child health.

But those whose business 
is statistics point out that even

Man’s Land in war was

“ We want to make May Day a n a ­ 
tional mobilization day fo r forces of 
child health. 
We want to

State health authorities, men’s and 
women’s clubs, parents and teachers, 
chambers of commerce and labor un­ 
ions, industries 
and theatres, new s­ 
papers and churches.”

Baker today signed a bill which term ­ 
inates the practice of public admini­ 
strators in filing letters of admini­ 
stration and collecting 
fat fees 
on 
stock, securities and money held 
in 
Missouri as part of the estates 
of 
deceased 
nonresidents of the State, 
Public administrators 
have collected 
many 
thousands 
of dollars in such 
fees. 
The measure enables the executor 
named in the will of the nonresident 
or his representative to perform the 
necessary work in closing up the es­ 
tate in Missouri, except as to real es- 
state, 
after 
qualifying 
in Probate 
Court, 
Heretofore, the 
Public Ad­ 
ministrator has done such work, of­ 
tentimes amounting merely to a per­ 
functory transfer of the holdings and 
collected a fee of 5 per cent of the to­ 
tal amount involved, plus all »wances 
for his attorneys. 
Public administrators in St. Louis, 
Kansas City and Cole County 
have 
profited chiefly 
from 
this practice, 
which greatly increased the expense 
of administering estates of nonresi­ 
dents. 
The bill was 
introduced 
in 
the Senate by Senator Kinney of St. 
Louis. 
The Public Administrator in 
Cole 
County in the last two years filed on 
estates of 123 nonresidents. 
In 
42 
cases he had received fees aggregat­ 
ing $19,140, and fees in the remain­ 
ing estates, based on the usual

CRITICS BANK SARGENT 
W ITH 
I M M O R T A L A R T I S T S 


The place the late John Singer Sar­ 
gent 
eventually 
will occupy in the 
world of art remains for the future to 
determine. That 
it 
will 
be a high 
place 
is 
confidently believed by his 
contemporaries. 
He 
frequently was 
spoken of in art circles as “the only 
living master", 
and 
in seeking 
to 
measure his stature as an artist crit­ 
ics brought forth the giants, stand­ 
ing him up beside immortals like Mi­ 
chelangelo, Da Vinci, Titian, ubens 
and Rembrandt. 
That is high praise 
But for forty years he was dominant 
in the art world; he stood alone 
and 
unmoved by 
passing 
fads of clay­ 
footed men 
who 
lacked his genius. 
Cubism, vorticism—all the lunatic ex­ 
cursions from 
the 
beaten 
path by 
mere 
daubers—went 
unnoticed 
by 
him. 
There is no syncopation in the 
rhythm of his lines, no jazz not jar­ 
ring the harmonies of his colors. 
Sargent 
was 
an artist born. 
He 
drew by instinct. 
Technique he ab­ 
sorbed by mere contact where others 
struggled in vain to acquire, ile was 
equally facile 
in water colors, 
oils 
charcoal. 
It 
made 
no 
difference 
whether he painted portraits, genre# , 
landscapes, 
mural 
decorations, or 
sketched in pencil. 
Always he 
was 
superb in workmanship 
and inven­ 
tion. 
He could have become a great 
sculptor if he had cared to, or had had 
the time. All his life he had only tin 
one love, his art. 
He never married 
It was his good fortune, or ill fortune, 
depending upon the point of view, to 
be born of wealthy parents. 
Poverty, 
therefore, 
was 
neither 
a spur 
t.> 
achievement nor a handicap 
to 
his 
success, although 
there can be no 
doubt that his genius would 
have 
'hone through the direst poverty and 
his success been assured almost from 
the start. 
America claims Sargent. 
He v as 
born, however, in Florence, and lived 
practically all his life abroad. 
He 
was a citizen of the world, 
being a 
true cosmopolitan, at home in 
any 
land, and speaking fluently, besides 
his own tongue, Italian, French, Ger­ 
man and Spanish. 
And yet 
behind 
him were generations of sturdy New 
England ancestry. 
He came of Cape 
Ann stock, the Sargent family hav­ 
ing been long identified with tlv town 
<f Gloucester. 
The bare facts of Sargent's life are 
available in any biographical refer­ 
ence work. The kind of man he was 
is farther to seek. 
Not many anec­ 
d ote s concerning him circulate among 
the syjdios. Regarded as a genius, it 
was but natural that efforts should 
be made to lionize him. 
They failed 
almost without exception. 
It is 
re­ 
lated that he was unpretentious and 
disliked being fussed over; that 
he 
was, in fact, even shy. 
He promised 
>nce to attend a private view of his 
Irawings which were to be sold for a 
war 
charity. 
He 
was 
punctilious 
about his engagements, and arrived at 
the gallery 
at 
the appointed hour. 
Word of his coming had been noisde 
about in social circles, and the buz/ 
of feminine chatter rose on the air as 
the distinguished painter ascended the 
.steps leading 
into the art gallery. 
It was just such a pink tea affair as 
many 
artists 
with 
an eye to 
the* 
nain chance enjoy hugely. 
Not 
so 
Sargent. He was seen to falter at the 
ominous 
sound. 
He 
had promised, 
however, to put in an appearance, and 
here he was. 
Bravely he elbowed his 
way through the throng in the ante 
room, crossed the threshold and then, 
as the full realization of what he was 
in for burst upon him, he threw 
up 
both hands, exclaimed, “Oh, my God!” 
and bolted for the door. 
Boston still chuckles over an inci­ 
dent that occurred there some years 
ago. 
At a private showing of 
the 
rotunda decorations at the Museum of 
Fine Arts, which Sargent had done, 
an enthusiastic Boston woman but­ 
tonholed the painter. She pointed, all 
a-quiver with ecstasy, at the panel in 
which Apollo and the Muses appear. 
“Oh, Mr. Sargent,” she exclaimed, 
“who and what are those wonderful 
figures?" 
‘.Just blokes dancing”, was the re­ 
ply. He was not endeavoring to shock 
the 
lady’s 
sensibilities, 
nor to be 
merely funny. 
It was characteristic 
of his unassuming disposition; 
the 
figures to him were nothing wonder­ 
ful. 
He deprecated his work, but not 
from mock modesty. 
An art dealer of Boston relates that 
Sargent was present in the anteroom 
of the gallery when three art students 
were waxing enthusiastic 
over 
his 
portrait of his cousin, Prof. Charles 
Sprague Sargent. 
It is one of 
the 
be.'-t things of its kind Sargent 
has 
done, “a vital drawing, both super- 
ficialy 
and 
psychologically remark­ 
able”. 
The young men’s 
laudation, 
however, did not make 
the 
veteran 
¡draftsman throw out his chest or re- 
Imark that the old fellow, after all, is 
■still making ’em pretty well. Instead, 


To him a portrait was just a Mmug”. 
This bit of studio slang stuck 
with 
him throughout his career. 
He was 
a fashionable painter, sought by the 
leaders of society, millionaires, head 
of government. 
But they were 
all 
“mugs” to him. 
Fancy the feelings 
of a Bostonian of high degree 
who 
one morning 
persuaded 
the painter 
to do his portrait in charcoal. 
Sar­ 
gent turned 
to 
the telephone and 
phoned his art dealer: 
“Send over 
my drawing board. 
I must make 
a 
mug this morning”. 
Sargent painted Theodore 
Roose­ 
velt and Wilson. 
President Coolidge 
might have been done for posterity by 
this greatest 
portrait artist 
of his 
time, but was not, for the following 
reason. Sargent was in Boston short 
ly after Coolidge was elected gover­ 
nor of Massachusetts. 
Mr. Frank W. 
Stearns thought 
it 
would be a fine 
thing to have Sargent paint the 
fu­ 
ture President’s portrait. Se he went 
to 
Sargent, 
and 
Sargent informed 
him he was not taking any sitters for 
oil portraits, however 
distinguished 
they were, but that he would be glad 
to make a drawing of the governor. 
Mr. Coolidge, so the story goes, went 
out to the Museum of Fine Arts, look­ 
ed at several of the Sargent char oal 
drawings, decided they were rather 
rough 
and 
unfinished 
looking, and 
would not have his made. 
The sitter to Sargent had his 
in­ 
most soul laid bare. The finished por­ 
trait revealed that the painter’s scru­ 
tiny had penetrated the mask of the 
face and found out all the hidden con­ 
ceits, the strengths and weaknesses 
alike. 
Sitting for him was a delight­ 
ful experience. Someone said he snem 
little time at 
the canvas, standing 
back at quite a distance, measuring 
and 
study 
his subject, carrying on 
an interesting conversation, and then 
dashing in and with a single 
stroke 
painting in a revelation of character. 
The more engrossed he became 
the 
faster he worked, until his painting 
became a series of dashings in 
and 
out. 
In rest periods lie sat at 
th* 
piano which was always in his studio 
md played for his sitter. 
He was an 
excellent musician, and in fact, 
he 
might have had a career in music had 
he so chosen. 
Money meant nothing to him. 
He 
didn’t work for the sake of money. A* 
the close of an engagement, if he had 
turned out, say, a charcoal drawing, 
which was a matter of a couple 
of 
hours’ work, the price would be men­ 
tioned, and Sargent would say, “Oh, 
whatever you like. 
Send 
me your 
check for 100 pounds; that will be sa­ 
tisfactory”. 
He 
managed 
with no 
difficulty 4o turn out two or three of 
his drawings a week when he cared 
to work. 
For a watercolor he easily 
obtained $ 1,000. 
John I). Rockefell­ 
er is said to have given him $ 100,000 
for painting his portrait. 
He never 
had to seek commissions; they sought 
him, and he refused many. 
The im­ 
portance of the applicant made 
no 
impression upon him. 
About a year 
ago when his health began to 
fail 
he wrote his art dealer to “choke off 
any future applications for oil por 
traits”, for he was 
a physical 
and 
nervous wreck. 
John Singer Sargent was the son 
of Dr. Fitzwilliam Sargent, one 
of 
the Gloucester 
Sargents, 
who 
had 
taken up the practice of medicine in 
Philadelphia. 
He was traveling with 
his wife in Italy when their son was 
born in 1850. 
Practically the whole 
of the future painter’s early life was 
spent abroad. 
At 10 he entered 
the 
studio of Carolus Duran in Paris. His 
parents had encouraged 
him 
very 
early to draw from the paintings of 
Veronese, Titian and Tintoretto, and 
when he went to Duran, then a fam­ 
ous portrait painter of Paris, his gen­ 
ius was la ready well developed. Paris 
then was the artist’s paradise. After 
some years he moved on to London, 
which became his home and where he 
was soon recognized as a leading por­ 
trait 
painter. 
Medals 
and 
prizes 
came to him in his lifetime in such 
numbers as to found a fair-sized nu­ 
mismatic museum. 
The British made 
him a member of the Royal Academy 
in 1807, an honor seldom given 
an 
American, and in his life-time hung a 
collection of lus paintings in the Na­ 
tional Gallery, a thing even 
more 
rarely done. 
Sargent 
made 
his 
first trip to 
America in 1876, and came some four 
or five time in the next thirty years. 
His first exhibitions here were enthu- 
sisatically received in the late 
’00’s; 
his reputation already had been made 
in F.urope, and his fellow countrymen 
merely put their stamp of approval 
ujM.n 
it. 
Subsequently he exhibited 
many time in America, and his pic­ 
tures are in all the important galler­ 
ies here and abroad. 
His mural dec­ 
orations in the Boston Public Library, 
had he done nothing else, would have 
stamped him as a great artist. 
In personal appearance 
Sargent 
was described as big and burly, nev­ 
er seming as old as he really was,

Thirty per cent voted strictly cash; seventy per cent 
voted thirty days, and ninety-eight per cent voted to close our store 
at six o’clock. 
This was in May of this year, and up to date not 
a person has found fault with the change. 
If they do say anything, 
we simply tall them the people wanted it and it should have what 
they want. 
We had, for these many years, carried people for six 
months to s year, but now we are getting almost cash, and see how 
easy it ia.”

I'ublic adm inistrators 
have collected 
many

of dollars in such 
fees. 
The measure enables the executor 
named in the will of the nonresident 
or his representative to perform the 
necessary work in closing up the es­ 
tate In Missouri, except as to real es- 
state, 
after 
qualifying 
in Probate 
Court. 
Heretofore, the 
Public Ad­ 
m inistrator has done such work, of­ 
tentimes amounting merely to a per­ 
functory transfer of the holdings and 
collected a fee of 5 per cent of the to­ 
tal amount involved, plus all »winces 
for his attorneys. 
Public adm inistrators in St. Louis, 
Kansas City and Cole County 
lave 
profited chiefly 
from 
this practice, 
which greatly increased the expense 
of administering estates of nonresi­ 
dents. 
The bill was

in

A m erica claims Sargent,

man and Spanish.

him were generations of sturdy

He came of Cape

into the a rt gallery. 
It was just such a pink tea affair as

nain chance enjoy hugely. 
Not 
so 
S argent. 
He was seen to falter a t tin 
uninous 
sound. 
He 
had promised, 
however, to p u t in an appearance, and 
here he was. 
Bravely he elbowed his 
way through th e throng in the ante 
room, crossed the threshold and then 
ts the full realization of w hat he was 
in for burst upon him, he threw 
u; 
both hands, exclaimed, “ Oh, my God!' 
and bolted for the door. 


Boston still chuckles over an inci­ 
dent th a t occurred there some years 
ago. 
At a private showing of 
the 
rotunda decorations a t the Museum of 
Fine A rts, which Sargent had done 
an enthusiastic Boston woman but 
tonholed the painter. 
She pointed, all 
a-quiver with ecstasy, at the panel in 
which Apollo and the Muses appear 


“ Oh, Mr. S arg en t,” she exclaimed 
“ who and w hat a re those yvonderful 
figures ?” 


“Ju st blokes dancing” , was the re 
ply. He was not endeavoring to shoe 
the 
lady’s 
sensibilities, 
nor to bt 
merely funny. 
It was characteristic 
of his unassum ing disposition; 
th« 
figures to him were nothing wonder 
ful. 
He deprecated his work, but not 
from mock modesty. 
An a rt dealer of Boston relates that 
S arg en t was present in the anteroom 
of the gallery when three art student 
were w axing 
enthusiastic 
over 
his 
p o rtrait of his cousin, Prof. Charles 
S prague Sargent. 
It is one of 
the 
best things of its kind S argent has 
done, “a vital draw ing, both su p er­ 
ficial y 
and 
psychologically re m a rk ­ 
able”. 
The young m en’s 
laudation, 
however, did not make 
the 
veteran 
d raftsm a n throw out his chest or re- 
I m ark that the old fellow, afte r all, is 
still m aking ’em pretty well. 
Instead, 
| he waited until the youth had 
left 
j the gallery arid then he approached 
jth e draw ing critically and with a look 
’of increasing dissatisfaction. 
He su r­ 
veyed it for several m inutes, and then 
was overheard to say grim ly: “ Damn 
it, dam n it, I’ve got to learn to draw ’. 


To him a portrait was just a “ m u g ”. 
This hit of studio slang stuck 
with 
him throughout his career. 
He was 
a fashionable painter, sought by the 
lenders of society, millionaires, head 
<f governm ent. 
But they w ere 
all 
‘mug*<” to him. 
Fancy the findings 
of a Bostonian of high degree 
wh«> 
one morning 
persuaded 
the p ain ter 
to do his p o rtrait in charcoal. 
S a r ­ 
gent turned 
to 
the telephone and 
ph<»ned his a rt dealer: 
“ Send over 
my draw ing board. 
1 m ust m ake 
a 
mug this m orning". 
S arg en t painted Theodore 
Roose­ 
velt and Wilson. 
President Coolidge 
»night have been done for posterity by 
this greatest 
p o rtrait 
a rtist 
of his 
time, but was not, f«»r the following 
reason. 
Sargent was in Boston short 
ly afte r Coolidge w as elected g o v er­ 
nor of M assachusetts. 
Mr. F rank W. 
S tearns thought 
it 
would 
be a fine 
thing to have S arg en t paint the 
f u ­ 
ture P resident’! p o rtrait. 
Se he went 
to 
S argent, 
and 
S arg en t inform ed 
him he was not taking any sitters for 
oil p o rtraits, however 
distinguished 
they were, hut th a t he would be glad 
to make a draw ing of the governor. 
Mr. Coolidge, so the story goes, went 
out t<» the Museum of Fine A rts, look­ 
ed at several of the S arg en t chat oal 
draw ings, decided they w ere rath e r 
rough 
and 
unfinished 
looking, and 
would not have his made. 


The sitter to S arg en t had his 
in­ 
most soul laid bare. The finished p o r­ 
trait revealed that th«* p ain ter’s scru ­ 
tiny had penetrated the m ask of the 
face and found out all the hidden c o n ­ 
ceits, the stren g th s and weaknesses 
alike. 
S itting for him was a delight 
ful experience. Someone said he spem 
little tim e 
at 
the 
canvas, standing 
hack at quite a distance, m easuring 
and 
study 
his subject, carry in g on 
an interesting conversation, and then 
dashing in and with a single 
stroke 
painting in a revelation of character. 
The more engrossed he became 
the 
faster he worked, until his painting 
>ec:une a series of dashings in 
an«i 
out. 
In rest periods he sat at 
th* 
piano which was always in his studio 
and played for his sitter. 
He was an 
excellent musician, and in fact, 
he 
m ight have had a career in music had 
he so chosen. 


Money m eant nothing to him. 
Ho 
didn’t work for the sake of money. A* 
the close of an engagem ent, if he ha«! 
turned out, say, a charcoal draw ing, 
which was a m atter of a couple 
of 
h ours’ work, the price would he m en­ 
tioned, and S arg en t would say, “ Oh, 
w hatever you like. 
Send 
me your 
check for 100 pounds; th a t will be sa- 
tisfacto ry ”.

John Singer S a rg e n t was th e son 
f Dr. Fitzw illiam S arg en t, one 
of 
the Gloucester 
S argents, 
who 
had 
aken up the practice of medicine in 
‘hiludelphiu. 
He was traveling with 
his wife in Italy when their son was 
horn in 185(1. 
Practically the whole 
f the future p a in ter’s early life was 
spent abroad. 
A t 15» he entered 
the 
studio of Carolus Duran in Paris. Hi 
p arents had encouraged 
him 
very 
early to draw from the paintings of 
Veronese, T itian and T intoretto, and 
when he went to D uran, then a tarn 
ous p o rtrait painter of Paris, his gen 
ius was Inready well developed. Pari 
then was the a r tis t’s paradise. 
Aft« 
some years he moved on to London 
which became his home and where he 
was soon recognized as a leading p«u 
trait 
painter. 
Medals 
and 
prizt 
came to him in his lifetime in sue 
num bers as to found a fair-sized n u ­ 
mismatic museum . 
The British made 
him a m em ber of the Royal Academy 
in 1897, an honor seldom given 
an 
American, and in his life-time hung a 
collection of his paintings in the N a­ 
tional Gallery, a thing even 
more 
rarely done. 
S arg en t 
made 
his 
first trip to 
America in 187(5, and came some four 
or five tim e in the next thirty years. 
His first exhibitions here were onthu-
